Raleigh Boulware, rural police-
man, died last evening at the Colum-
bia Hospital from wounds received
in the affray which occurred June 14
©t Winnsboro when Clyde Isenhower
and others undertook to wreak ven-
geance on a negro prisoner, Jules
Smith, as the latter, in charge of a
posse was entering the court house

NOT SER{OUSLY INJURED.

Assa‘lant Declared Morgan is Re-
sponsible for War and Shipments
of Arms to Belligerents.

New York, July 3.—J. P. Morgan
was shot but not seriously wounded
by an unknown man at his home at
Glen Cove, Long Island, at 9 o'clock
this morning.

A telephone message received from
Glen Cove stated that the man who
shot Mr, Morgan‘ had been captured

A later statement, issued by the
Morgan firm, said that two shots

to be tried for an alleged assault
upon a white woman, a relative of

Boulwware's is the fourth death to :
result from the encounter between
the officers and the Isenhower
fposse. The negro was almost in-|
stantly killed, Sherif Hood died that
night in the Columbia Hospital and
Clyde Isenhower died the next night |
in the Pryor SBanitarium in Chester,

FIVE OTHERS WOUNDED,

Besides these, there were wound-
ed more or less seriously B, R, Back-
ham, Earle, Stevenson and Alex
Broome, deputy sheriffs; R, L. Kelly,
a magistrate's constable, and Willlam

Morrison, brother-in-law to Clyvide
Isenhower.

Mr. Boulwgre become unconscious
Friday evening. He had a bad night
and early vyesterday began loszing
ground rapidly. He was shot
through the abdominal cavity the
bullet making seven perforations

His aged father was with him at the
last and several friends, his mother
being too ill 10 leave her home. Mr
Boulware wprs 30 years of age. He
was not married.

Mr. Boulware's body will be taken
to Winnsboro this morning on the
Southern Railway train leaving Co-
lumbin at §5:20 o'clock.

All of the four men whose lives
the Winnsboro shooting has cost to
date were shet in the stomeach, the
shooting being at arm's reach and
from the hip. Clyde Isenhower anrl
Sheriff Hood stood within three feet
of each other, their pistols overlap-
ping each othler. One resection was
performed upon Mr. Boulware, the
other perforations being sewed up.

BORE GOOD REPUTATION,

All testimony regarding the char:
acter of the late Raleigh Boulware
which has been hesrd in Columbia
since he was wounded has tended to
show that he was a fearless, discreet
and eflicient officer.

True bills have been found for
murder by the Fairfield county grand
Jury agalnst Ernest Isenhower,
Jesse Morrison and James Rawls, all
of whom are held without bail in the
stete penitentiary. A true bill was
also returnerd against Clyde Isen-
hower but his death next day of
course ended prosecution in his case,

Mr. MacFla is of médium height
and is said to be as fearless as the
man whom he succeeds in office, He
was a candidate for sheriff in the
last primary and was defeated In a
close race by the late Mr. Hood. He
is said to be cool, clear-hended and
tallected and fitted by disposition for
the position he now holds.

It was becoming more
and more unbearable he said, and it
was his firm belief that he should go
to Mr. Morgan and ask him to'end it.
This he knew Mr. Morgan could ac-
complish because of his great influ-
ence,
